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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDING  SCHOOL 
COMMITTEE. 

In  compliance  with  the  laws  of  the  State,  it  is  my  duty 
to  submit  to  you  the  usual  Report  of  the  schools  in  opera- 
tion the  past  year.  I  do  this  with  unfeigned  diffidence  in 
my  ability  to  present  to  you  all  the  information  and  sug- 
gestions which  the  importance  of  the  subject  demands  at 
my  hands. 

I  deem  it  proper,  first,  to  present  to  you  a  tabular  state- 
ment, showing  by  Districts,  the  names  of  the  teachers,  the 
number  of  weeks  kept,  the  weekly  salary,  the  whole  and 
the  average  attendance :  Also,  my  views  of  the  effioiency 
of  the  schools  in  detail,  and  under  diiferent  heads  present 
such  suggestions  as  may  occur  to  me  as  proper.

The  Winter  School  was  commenced  under  unfavorable 
influences.  Among  them,  its  location  in  a  building  so  dis- 
tant from  a  central  point,  as  to  discourage  attendance  in  the 
extremely  cold  weather  of  December.

Disorganizing  influences  were  evident,  which  ever  attend 
a  village  school,  when  kept  in  a  place  where  no  restraint 
can  well  be  thrown  around  the  scholars.  The  removal  to 
the  new  school  house,  inaugurated  but  a  little  better  state 
of  things.  I  regret  to  add,  that  the  teacher,  although  an 
excellent  scholar,  failed  to  give  me  the  satisfaction  which 
his  reputation  seemed  to  promise.  My  belief  as  to  the 
cause,  I  will  frankly  state.  An  inheritance  bequeathed  the 
school  by  the  remissness  of  previous  teachers,  placed  the 
present  one  where  an  unusual  adaptedness  to  the  place  was 
required.  This  he  did  not  possess,  and  his  disciplinary 
mode  failed  to  reach  such  an  abnormal  state  of -things.  He 
exercised  less  patience  towards  those  who  were  not  so  far 
advanced  in  their  studies  as  I  could  wish. 

The  size  of  this  school,  during  the  winter  term,  requires 
some  assistance  to  one  teacher.  This  would  enable  him  to 
adopt  a  milder,  and  more  deliberate  restraint  over  the 
scholars. 

Patience,  and  a  keen  insight  of  human  nature,  added  to 
mental  acquirements,  must  be  the  qualifications  of  a  teacher 
in  this  school. 

Citizens  of  this  District !  If  you  wish  to  improve  your 
school,  you  must  visit  it,  and  by  your  unity  of  sentiment 
with  each  other,  and  your  teacher,  you  can  do  it. 

In  District  No.  2,  the  same  teacher  was  employed  both 
terms.  The  school  did  well.  Small  schools  do  not  present 
eo  marked  a  feature  as  one  of  more  reasonable  size.  The 
teacher  possessed  a  considerable  energy. 

District  No.  3.  With  a  small  school,  .a  wretched  school- 
house,  how  can  it  be  expected  thataschool  should  do  well? 
My  visit  to  the  school  did  not  at  any  time  find  over  eight 
scholars  present.      The  scholars  did  improve,  however. 

In  No.  4,  the  summer  school  was  taught  by  an  experienc- 
ed teacher,  who  faithfully   devoted   herself  to  her  charge. 

The  winter  term  was  kept  by  a  teacher  of  some  repute. 

This  school  has  in  the  winter  been  hitherto  taught  by  a 
male  teacher.  The  present  experiment  of  substituting  a 
young  lady  has  given  good  satisfaction. 

I  am  happy  to  state  that  she  possesses  a  tact  in  securing 
the  regard  of  the  scholars. 

An  intimate  acquaintance  with  the  study  of  the  atlas,  and 
outline  maps,  was  a  pleasant  feature  of  the  school. 

In  No.  5,  the  summer  school  was  commenced  by  Sarah 
W.  York,  who,  by  reason  of  illness  was  obliged  to  resign 
her  charge.  I  regretted  the  loss  of  a  teacher,  who  evidently 
possessed  an  industrious  desire  to  benefit  the  school. 
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Her  successor  was  a  fine  scholar,  and  the  people  of  the 
district  were  fortunate  in  her  choice. 

There  are  many  very  good  scholars  in  the  school ;  much 
attention  is  paid  to,  and  a  corresponding  progress  made  in 
their  studies. 

The  winter  school  did  not  make  the  advance  which  from 
the  character  of  the  pupils,  and  reputation  of  the  teacher  1 
hoped.     It  however  did  pretty  well. 

No.  6,  had  no  summer  term.  In  the  winter,  it  was  kept 
by  its  old  teacher,  and  a  marked  improvement  of  the  schol- 
ars was  the  result.  For  a  very  small  school,  it  was  inter- 
esting. At  my  last  visit,  I  left  the  little  school  house,  by 
the  "  Bay  side,"  with  feelings  of  satisfaction,  that  a  good 
winter's  work  had  been  done,  even  if  a  Jew  had  to  per- 
jorm  it. 

No.  *l.  Kept  both  terms  by  the  same  teacher.  It  affords 
me  great  pleasure  to  bear  testimony  to  the  character  of  this 
school,  both  summer  and  winter. 

A  marked  order  pervaded  the  school  room.  No  whisper- 
ing, no  sliding  of  the  feet,  no  rushing  at  the  door  at  recess, 
but  a  courteous  deportment  was  manifest  in  everything  con- 
nected with  the  school.  The  progress  made  in  all  the  vari- 
ous studies  was  excellent.  The  teacher  has  by  her  firm  and 
judicious  training  of  the  school,  proved  herself  in  every 
respect  entitled  to  the  highest  praise. 

The  scholars  too,  deserve  much  credit ;  indeed,  by  their 
behaviour,  they  are  only  excelled  by  the  noble  unanimity  of 
the  people  of  the  school  district,  who  all  ably  seconded  the 
efforts  of  the  teacher.  Examination  day  showed  me  40  pres- 
ent, thus  expressing  their  identity  of  interest  with  the  pu- 
pils and  the  teacher. 

No.  8.  The  summer  school  presented  a  proof  of  the  de- 
sire of  the  teacher,  to  do  her  work  faithfully.  She  possess- 
ed the  good  will  of  her  school,  and  good  progress  was 
made. 

The  winter  term  was  taught  by  its  old  teacher,  a  veteran 
campaigner  of  36  winters  devoted  to  His  calling  as  a  school- 
master. 

My  visits  to  this  school  always  gave  me  pleasure,  for  1 
received  ample  evidence  of  its  improvement.  It  bore  the 
impress  of  the  fidelity  of  the  teacher.  The  liappy  manner 
lie  possessed,  in  attracting  the  interest  of  a  class  of  small 
scholars,  was  agreeable.  Whenever  I  think  of  that  school, 
and  its  teacher,  I  wonder,  that  with  his  age,  he  has  so 
tl  kept  up  with  the  times  ;*'    and  his  kindly  impulses  to  his 
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charge,  united  to  his  benign  authority  as  a  master,  (to  use 
an  antiquated  phrase)  inspire  me  with  esteem. 

No.  9.  The  summer  term  was  commenced,  and  had  kept 
several  weeks  without  notice.  By  accident,  I  learned  it, 
and  visited  the  school.  I  found  on  examination,  the  teacher 
every  way  qualified  for  her  post.  The  school  appeared  well. 
It  was  the  intention  of  the  district,  to  have  but  one  term, 
but  owing  to  the  contagion  (small  pox)  prevalent  in  that 
vicinity,  it  was  suspended.  I  was  not  acquainted  with  its 
discontinuance,  nor  of  its  close  a  second  time. 

The  teacher  who  finished  the  school,  had  not  the  experi- 
ence of  the  former  one,  and  was  not  as  successful  in  her 
labors. 

No.  10.  This  school  is  small,  and  backward.  The  sum- 
mer term  did  pretty  well.  That  during  the  winter  afforded 
me  much  satisfaction.  The  teacher  was  young,  but  am- 
bitious and  thorough.  If  I  mistake  not,  with  farther  expe- 
rience, lie  will  prove  very  happy  in  his  ability  to  govern 
and  instruct. 

My  views  of  the  schools  I  have  presented,  not  as  fully, 
perhaps,  as  I  should  have  been  able,  had  not  ill  health  pre- 
vented a  more  extended  view  of  some  small  schools  ;  and  I 
here  express  my  regret  that  prudential  committees  failed  to 
give  seasonable  notice  to  me  of  those  schools.  I  shall  now 
proceed  to  several  suggestions,  closely  related,  and  under- 
lying what  may  be  termed  the  whole  system. 

IMPORTANCE  OP  SCHOOLS. 

^Citizens  of  a  community  where  the  political  power  rest* 
in  the  masses,  what  hope  can  we  entertain  of  their  perpetui- 
ty, unless  we  strive  to  perfect,  and  improve  an  institution, 
which  alike  operates  on  the  poor,  and  the  rich  ?  By  it,  are 
developed  those  powers  of  the  intellect,  which  are  the  pride 
and  the  boast  of  New  England.  Money  thus  expended,  will 
return,  it  docs  return,  laden  with  tenfold  recompence  ;  in 
those  riches  which  adorn  and  grace  the  whole  land.  Money 
thus  expended,  opens  the  space,  where  respectability  and  com' 
petence  enter. 

Education  commenced  in  the  school-room,  is  expanded, 
liberalized,  and  completed,  by  intercourse  with  the  world. 
Men  thus  trained,  can  safely  be  intrusted  with  those  Liber- 
ties which  our  Revolutionary  Fathers  achieved  ;  they  must 
perish  if  from  beneath,  they  are  unsupported  by  a  virtuous, 
and  intelligent  people.     (See  C.  S.  ch.  77,  sec.  20.) 
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TO  ELEVATE  OUR  SCHOOLS. 

Do  you  ask  how  is  this  to  be  done  ?  I  answer  as  follows  : 
During  the  past  year,  visits  have  been  made  by  prudential 
committee,  and  others,  as  follows :

Comment  is  unnecessary.  Here  is  an  expenditure  of 
$1307,28,  occupying  teachers  232  weeks,  and  it  shows  Sic 
visits  from  the  Prudential  Committee,  and  142  from  all  oth- 
ers, 63  of  those  to  school  No.  7. 

Imitate,  then,  the  interest  manifested  in  No.  7,  and  I  will 
warrant  not  only  No.  1,  but  other  districts,  to  raise,  aye, 
speedily  raise  the  character  of  our  schools. 

Parents,  guardians,  and  friends  !  visit  your  schools,  see 
the  behaviour  of  the  children,  notice  the  method  of  disci- 
pline, and  co-operate  with  the  teacher,  in  his  efforts  to  ben- 
efit his  charge. 

Sucli  a  course  would  stimulate  the  pupils  to  good  con- 
duct, the  teacher  to  renewed  efforts,  and  do  a  vast  deal  of 
good.  You  would  thus  feel  an  interest  in,  and  a  corres- 
ponding sympathy  with  the  severe  trials  of  your  teachers. 

CHILDREN, 

ought  not  to  attend  school  before  the  age  of  6,  and  then, 
not  till  they  had  learned  the  alphabet. 

All  such  ought  in  addition  to  their  book,  to  have  a  little 
slate,  that, in  school  may  serve  to  amuse,and  instruct  them, 
part  of  the  time. 

The  hours  pass  heavily  to  those  lit  lie  ones.  How  can 
they  be  kept  still  for  six  long  lingering  hours,  on  the  hard 
seat  ? 

It  ought  not  to  be,  they  want,  n'ied,  and  must  have  time 
to  play.  Making  figures,  and  learning  to  make  letters  on 
the  slate,  will  be  of  great  utility  ;  they  thus  learn,  to  early 
handle  the  pencil,  and  educate  the  eye,  and  the  muscles  of 
the  hand,  to  minister  to  the  brain  in  after  years. 

TEACHERS. 
We  should  require  of  those    intrusted    with  the  manage- 
ment of  the  sohool-room,  in  addition  to  his  acquirements  as 
a  student,  the  following  traits: 
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1.  A  k)ve  for  his  calling,  i.  e.  a  benevolent,  kindly  feeling 
for  children. 

2.  A  love  of  order,  strength  and  energy  of  character  to  com- 
mand their  respect. 

3.  Some  vivacity  of  character,  and  a  facility  to  adapt  him- 
self to  every  emergency, — as  St.  Paul  says  "be  all  things 
to  all  men." 

4.  A  natural  politeness,  fitted  to  instil  by  habitual  courtesy, 
a  like  demeanor  on  the  pupil.  I  do  not  mean  the  smirk 
of  the  dancing  master,  but  an  air  of  good  humored,  kind- 
ly respect.  I  love  to  see  a  teacher  bow  to  a  scholar,  and 
treat  them  politely  ;  and  equally  well,  to  see  a  pleasant 
respectful  "  good  morning"  from  the  scholar  to  bis 
teacher. 

5.  A  disposition  to  acquaint  himself  with  the  parents,  alt 
the  parents  of  the  district. 

BOOKS. 
No  change  has  been  made  in  books,  except  the  introduc- 
tion of  Town  &  Holbrook's  speller  and  definer.  The  im- 
portance of  a  good  speller,  containing  definitions,  to  the 
readers  of  3d  and  4th  classes,  I  saw,  hence  the  introduction, 
and  I  believe,  with  marked  effect, 

BLACKBOARDS. 

There  is  a  great  neglect  in  the  use  of  the  blackboard  ; 
teachers  confine  themselves  too  much,  to  the  use  of  books. 
Principles  are  easier  instilled  into  the  juvenile  head  by  ex- 
temporaneous, familiar  explanation.  For  instance,  begin- 
ners in  grammar,  geography,  writing,  and  all  the  principles 
of  mathematics,  require  a,  constant  use  of  the  board. 

HOUSES. 

Dist,  No.  1,  has  built,  and  nearly  completed  a  new  school, 
house.  It  has  a  beautiful  pleasant  room,  13  ft.  high,  with 
elegant  modern  chairs  and  desks.  The  room  is  well  venti- 
lated, and  all  the  windows  let  down  from  the  top. 

The  importance  of  this  is  not  generally  seen,  I  fear,  else 
the  other  houses  would  be  changed  in  this  respect.  How 
many  colds  are  contracted  by  the  little  ones,  when  flushed 
with  exercise,  they  go  to  their  seats,  exposed  to  a  draft  of 
air  rushing  from  one  window  base  to  another. 

Dist,  No.  3  has  a  "  school  house,"  and  anything  more 
comfortless,  bare,  uncouth,  and  dilapidated  generally,  can- 
not be  found.  To  say  "  go  out"  would  be  a  farce,  for  in. 
no  complete  sense  are  you  in.     The  broken  walls,  the  open 
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windows,  crazy  stove,  and  shipwrecked  desks  are  a  libel  on 
old  Durham. 

The  houses  in  No.  4  and  5,  need  repairs.  I  would  recom- 
mend to  the  citizens  of  No.  9,  a  change  in  their  school  room. 
The  number  of  scholars  demand  seats,  of  more  modern 
structure. 

We  should  all  see  the  importance  of  making  the  school 
house  pleasant,  and  attractive  !  Besides  the  cultivation  of 
self  respect,  it  appeals  to  a  deep-seated  feeling  of  our  na- 
ture, which  inclines  by  a  natural  emotion  to  the  early  memo- 
ries  of  our  youth,  the  early  sports  of  our  childhood,  to  the 
seats  of  our  youthful  studies,  and  the  inspiration  under 
which  we  were  trained.  There  is  an  utility  in  the  pleas- 
ing associations  of  life.  Let  us  cultivate  it  by  making  our 
school  rooms  pleasant,  agreeable,  and  comfortable.  By  so 
doing  we  honor  ourself,  our  community,  and  our  own  off- 
spring. 

I  have  thus  briefly  alluded  to  some  topics,  which  suggest, 
themselves  to  me.  Let  me  farther  endeavour  to  impress  on 
you,  the  importance  of  cultivating  a  love  of  reading  in  yoxtc 
children. 

"  The  words  of  the  wise  are  as  pictures  of  silver."  Every 
author  is  a  wise  man  to  a  studious  boy  or  girl.  Books  open 
to  us  a  wonderful  world  !  Brighter  than  the  Geld,  on  which 
the  eye  rests  in  the  month  of  June. 

An  indiscriminate  use  of  books,  or  a  constant  application 
to  them,  injures  ;  but  to  the  practical  man,  or  woman,  who 
spend  a  large  portion  of  their  time  in  physical  toil,  how  su- 
perior, how  beautiful  the  love  of  books  !  What  a  compari- 
son with  the  gross  uses  to  which  thousands  dissipate  the 
golden  moments  of  life  ! 

Let  us  instil  the  love  of  integrity  into  the  minds  of  our 
children. 

To  do  this,  ponder,  and  reflect  on  the  beneficent  command 
of  One  who  said,  "  Do  unto  others,  as  you  would  that  oth- 
ers should  do  unto  you." 

Did  these  principles  permeate  all  the  relations  of  life,  how 
different  its  course  !
